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ABSTRACT 



A method and apparatus for gas-dynamic cold spraying a 
liner 3 in a cylinder 2 of an aluminum engine block 1 is 
provided. The gas-dynamic cold spray liner 3 allows the 
aluminum engine block 1 to have a hardened cylinder 
surface 10 without the induction of residual hoop stress 
within the aluminum engine block 1-
